Most Heart 
AttackVictims 
Return to Job

Conclusive pvldonoe that'most 
heart attack victims can safely 
return to their original Jobs was 
presented by the Los Angeles 
County Heart Association In a 
report of a three-year study con 
ducted at the Hospital of tlv 
Good Samaritan.

Dr. Wallace G. Frasher, as 
sistant medical director of the 
Heart Association's Work Clas­ 
sification Unit, declared that in 
fi1 per cent of the coronary 
cases referred to the unit, work 
without restriction was recom­ 
mended.

Of 133 cases studied, sick 
leave was advised for only 7 
per cent, Dr. Frasher said. Work 
with restriction was recom­ 
mended for the other 32 per 
cent*,

The study*was part of a dem­ 
onstration program for which 
the Work Classification ITnii 
was established by the Cardiac- 
In-Industry Committee of tli- 
Heart Association 3 and \'i yem 
ago.
EVALUATION

Dr. Frasher pointed out, how­ 
ever, that before cardiacs re­ 
turn to work, thHr condition 
should be properly evaluated.

One of 36 such units now be­ 
ing operated throughout, the na­ 
tion, the LOR Angeles project 
was established as a service 
to management and labor to 
demonstrate that heart disease 
need not continue to accrue ex­ 
cessive losses in production, 
wages and family security, Dr. 
Frasher said.

Through interviews and a 
series of tests with highly spe­ 
cial i/ed. equipment, an accurate 
picture of the patient's physi* ' 
capacities Is disclosed.

"It is estimated there are 
1H7.000 cardiacs currently em­ 
ployed in Industry in the Great­ 
er Los Angeles area," Dr. Fra­ 
sher said. "The national losses 
annually amount to $3Va billion 
in wages, about $400 million in 
taxes and 600,000 man-years In 
production."

Patient subject« v of tbMs three- 
year study were received and re­ 
ferred from industrial and pri­ 
vate physicians. In all cases, 
they were employed persons 
who had suffered heart attacks.

Dr. Frasher said that 52 of 
the 133 patients had not been 
hospitalized for heart disease 
prior to their visit to the unit. 
Only 12 percent of the study 
group were in the hospital for 
a period of more than three 
months.

Dr. Frasher pointed out that 
as a result, of demonstrations 
by the unit, several major em­ 
ployers In I/os Angeles have 
been saved from considerable 
losses in skilled manpower.

Open 115,000 
Volt Line to 
Harvey Plant

Energization by the Boone- 
ville Power Administration of 
the seven mile, 115,000 volt 
transmission line from the Big 
Eddy substation to the Harvey 
Aluminum reduction plant at 
The Dalles, Oregon, began Fri­ 
day, it was announced by Law­ 
rence A. Harvey, executive vice- 
president.

Completion of transmission 
facilities to the Harvey plant 
enables BPA to deliver 120,000 
kilowatts of power for the pro­ 
duction of aluminum pig, ingot, 
and billet. Harvey's plant at 
The Dalles was designed and is 
being constructed by the com­ 
pany. When completed in early 
1958, it will have an annual ca­ 
pacity of 54,000 tons.

A second parallel line via 
Chenoweth substation, about 
three miles north of The Dalles 
on the Columbia River, will be 
energized later as a supplemen­ 
tal source of power and as an 
alternate transmission line for 
the plant.

Facilities put into operation 
by today's ini-tial BPA service to 
the Harvey plant Include seven 
miles of wood pole H-frame 
transmission line from the Big 
Eddy substation to the plant 
site; three 90.000 kilovolt am 
pere transformer banks at the 
Harvey substation, stepping 
power down from 115,000 volts 
to the plant voltage of 13,800;
